Keep the car dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry 
immediately. 

Use and store the car only in room 
temperature environments. 

Handle the car carefully; do not drop it. 

Keep the car away from dust and dirt, and 
wipe it with a damp cloth occasionally to keep 
it looking new.

hints 
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Running your car for long periods of time 
generates high heat levels, causing wear and tear 
on the motor. To help keep the heat level down, 
let the car cool for at least 10 minutes before 
installing a newly recharged battery pack. 

You can use alkaline batteries to operate the car 
while waiting for the battery pack to charge. 

If your car's motor runs, but it does not respond 
to the transmitter, move closer to the car and try 
again. 

If someone uses a CB nearby, it might interfere 
with the control of your car. If this happens, move 
the car away from the CB. You cannot operate 
your car near devices with transmitter that use the 
same frequency as your car (27MHz or 49MHz). 

If your car continues to run slowly after you 
installing a new battery pack, check the wheels for 
lint, thread, hair and dust. 

If your car gets caught under an object, 
immediately release the control levers on the 
transmitter and retrieve the car. 

If your car does not drive straight, adjust its wheel 
alignment. If it pulls to the right, move the control 
toward L. If it pulls to the left, move the control 
toward R.
